2006.

2006 club officers for the Jefferson Amateur Radio Club are W5KB, President; WSAFD, 
Vice President; KESBMS, Secretary; and W5RMX, Treasurer. Although the JARC 
suffered catastrophic damage from Katrina, the club's leadership is committed to the 
difficult task of rebuilding. In addition, starting on April 20 JARC members KS5CFW and 
NOSFD will teach a 6-session course to prepare teachers in the New Orleans area to earn 
their ham tickets. Great going, JARC! 

We now have a second Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) for dealing with 
large-scale disaster events. Our existing MOU with MS and STX remains in force; this new 
MOU with AR, MS, and TN simply gives us more options during emergencies. You can 
click on the &quot;LA MS STX Emergency Communications&quot; and the &quot;AR LA 
MS TN Emergency Communications&quot; links on the LA Section home page 
www.laarrl.org to read our two MOUs. ARES members and traffic handlers should review 
both of these MOUs well before the official start of the 2006 Hurricane Season on June 1. 

All hams interested in emergency communications are encouraged to pursue additional 
training whenever possible. If you aren't already receiving the excellent EMCOMM 
Monthly newsletter, you can sign up for a free subscription at www.emcomm.org The 
FEMA Independent Study Program at http://training.fema.gov/emiweb/IS/crslist.asp has 
dozens of free online courses. The two FEMA courses that probably all ARES members 
should take are IS-100 Introduction to the Incident Command System (ICS 100) and IS-700 
National Incident Management System (NIMS) an Introduction. Each of these two courses 
requires approximately three hours. Many, if not most, of our served agencies may require 
us to have NIMS/ICS training in order to be deployed in future emergencies. 

It's been decided that the local starting times of the LA Traffic Net (LTN) and the LA 
CW Net (LCW) will remain at 6:00 pm daily and 6:30 pm daily, respectively, year round. 
As a reminder, if you participate in any public service activities (checking into traffic or 
ARES training nets, handling formal traffic, working with your local ARES group during 
emergency drills or public events such as parades, etc.), you are urged to submit a monthly 
Public Service Honor Roll (PSHR) or traffic report (or both!) via email or radiogram. The 
rules for determining your PSHR "score" are described in the monthly Public Service 
column in QST. 

KBSSAR is the new Emergency Coordinator for Morehouse Parish. With his knowledge 
and experience, Jeff will be an excellent EC for his local group and the LA Section is very 
fortunate to have him as an ARES leader. 

NSFJ, KSGLS, and NSNVP have agreed to serve on the 2006 LA Section Field Day 
Awards Committee. If you have any ideas or suggestions for this year's FD awards 
program, you need to submit them to John, Gary, or Jim immediately. I've asked the 
committee to establish some basic award guidelines no later than May | so that our clubs 
will still have time to incorporate the new award rules into their FD plans. 

WASKBH recently received endorsement stickers for 350 confirmed grids on 6 meters 
on his VUCC award and 300 confirmed countries (entities) on his DXCC award. Congratu- 
lations, George! I welcome similar reports from other DXers and contesters for inclusion in 
the monthly section report. 

Upcoming hamfests include the Sixty-Ninth Annual Baton Rouge ARC Hamfest on May 
6 in Baton Rouge, the Piney Hills ARA Hamfest on July 22 in Ruston, and the West Central 
LA ARC Hamfest on August 12 in Leesville. Unfortunately, the destruction caused by 
Hurricane Katrina has forced the cancellation of the Ozone ARC Hamfest in Slidell this 
year.
